Head for Home 


FAIRBANKS, Alaska — (/P) — Tlie

refueling stop here. 


Pleased at success thng'far'in his at- 


tempt to set a glob-girdling record, 
Hughes was happy and smiling as he 
and his four companions took off at 
8:35 p. m. (E. S. T.)-an hour -and 18 
minutes after landing here at the end 
of a 2,456-mile hop from Yakutsk, Si- 
beria. 


Before the take-off Radio Engineer 


Richard Stoddart said the fliers could 
not take fuel enough 'for the 3380- 
mile hop to New York. 


Later he radioed Edmonton avia- 


tion officials that Hughes was setting 
a cconpass course for St. Paul. At Ed- 
monton, Grant McConnachie, United 
Air Transport flier, predicted flying 
conditions would be ideal at least the 
first 1,000 miles of Hughes' latest hop. 


3 Bays Out of New York 


The aviators touched American soil 


after leaving New York city more than 
three days ago. Far ahead of the late 
Wiley Post's glob-girdling record of 
seven days, 18 hours, 49 minutes. 


Service crews rushed refueling op- 


erations, while Hughes was applauded 
by a crowd that assembled hours be- 
fore his arrival. The flier radioed 
word m advance he would decline 
interviews here in an effort to avoid 
delay. Before his message was re- 
ceived hotel rooms had been engaged 
for possible use by tlie aviators. 


Comfortable On Trip 


While Hughes directed refueling OD- 


erations, Radio Engineer Stoddait sa'id 
m a radio broadcast the crew was "a 
httle tired, but we were pretty com- 
fortable on the entire trip." 


"We are faced with the difficulty 


here of having only a 2,800-foot 'run- 
way and we will be unable to take a 
full load, he explained. "Also we will 
be flying into the darkness from her- 
and we want no mishaps at this late, 
date.

Another feature of Swedish labor 


legislation is the system of concilia- 
tion, quite independent of the action

the Social Board just outlined. 


\\ lien a labor dispute is about to arise 
it is the job of the Conciliator to try 
to induce the parties to settle matters 
without recourse lo slrikes or lock- 
uus. But the conciliator has no power 
In prohibit such direct action. 


Before stopping work, the men in 


dispute must give notice to the em- 
ployer and also ot the State Con- 
c.halor. Violation of this is punish- 
able by a fine. The same procedure is 
in vogue if an employer proposes to 
Jock out his men. 


The Labor Court which handles most 


o! the litigation arising out of the labor 
laws, is composed of a president and 
six members, named by the Crown 
Die president and two members are 
selected from persons who cannot be 
uiemed lo reprsent ither employers or 
employes. The president and one fo 
tnese mmbers, made vice president 
must be verscl in law and judicial pro-' 
t-edure.

In general, public sentiment as well 


as certain laws, favors collective agree- 
ment.s between employers and em- 
ployes. A special law stipulates that, 
when such collective agreements are 
made, neither side may violate them 
in case of dispute about their terms by 
taking direct action. 


In 1935 (the last year for which xta- 


1 "sties are available) there were in 


force G720 clolective agrreements af 
fecting 27,188 employers and 719,433 em 
ployes. 


Even with all this machinery Sweden 


is not free from direct action by em 
ployers and employes. Most of the 
trouble has arisen over wages disputes 
The average per year has been as fol- 
lows: 193 strikes affecting 26,485 per- 
sons and losing 1,473,900 working days 
6 lockouts, affecting 14,454 persons anc 
losing 388,000 working days; 11 mild 
disputes, involving 7,001 persons anc 
losing 493,700 working days. 


The Swedish Labor Party has foi 


many years been the biggest in the 
state. The Labor 
government 
has 


broadened the old age pension law, anc 
in 1934 secured the passage of an up- 
to-date unemployment insurance act 


Unlike the A. F. of L. and more like 


John Lewis' famous C. I. O., the ten- 
dency in latter years in Sweden has 
been for all workers engaged in a par 
ticuliir industry to amalgamate into 
one big union. 


At present there are 42 national 


unions belonging to the Confederation 
with an enrolled strength of more than 
700,000 members.
